approached @ period of training in Vajrayana 
Buddhist it was precisely for such a purpose of 
transgression, Buddhism developed in part as an 

of rebellion against the Hindu worldview. 
For an aghori to embrace Buddhism is, for 
‘many, something quite taboo; this despite the 
fice thar Shakyamuni Buddha is considered by

‘perception could arise.

bearing sharp weapons and drinking blood 
from kapalas, Surely such people are not aware 
thar Mahakala is the destroyer of the wheel o 
incarnations, oF that early Buddhist teachingsy 
in a manner not unlike those of the BI 

Gita, were intended to engender the proper 
mindset for a warrior marching into battle to be! 
untroubled by morality. 


“The majority of Western Buddhist practitioner 
does litte to correct such an error in perceptio 
T have met @ great many such practitioners 
and found thar the majority of them 
comfortable middle-class citizens who appro 
Buddhism from the perspective of a hippi 
Most such individuals come originally fro 
secular monotheistic religious backgrounds and 
discount nonetheless the existence of cer 
expressions of guile and religious structure 

are imbued upon them thereftom. Furthermor 
such individuals are often prone to worshij 

the Buddha as an ultimate deity, 2 fuctor whi
